League of Nations, to the Red Cross 
Conference at Geneva, “is of unex- 
ampled magnitude,” and in the same 
communication referred to “tue hor- 
rors with which wegare faced,” and 
stated they had reached “appalling 
proportions.” These are very strong 
expressions, coming from a person- 
age of such standing. They indicate 
a recognition of disaster. 

Just how complete is that disas- 
ter? Is there any hope of setting 
matters right® Can Europe “come 
back?” Or is she bankrupt? The 
present summary of known facts will 
be an attempt to indicate an answer 
to that question. 


At the outset dt is necessary to} 


clarify the situation by making cer- 
tain distinctions. Europe stretches 
over 3,800,000 square miles. Its peo- 
ple number 460,000,000, more than a 
quarter of the globe’s estimated pop- 
ulation. Furthermore, at present 
Europe, as a unit, is non-existant, 
if it ever existed. It has been split 
by the war into various groupings, 
in which conditions widely differ. 


The neutrals, ian Spain, Swit- 


zerland, Denmark, Norway and Swe- 
den, with over 40,000,000 population, 
constitute one group. Defeated Ger- 
many and <Austria form another. 
Russia is a third. The “Big Four” 
of the European allies—England, 


France, Italy and Belgium—are an- | 


other. And the less’ established 
countries of the central and eastern 
regions are a fifth. Between these 
groups conditions vary very greatly, 
and this must be kept in mind in 
considering whether Europe is solv- 
ent or bankrupt. 
France Is at Work. 


About our principal allies in the 
West there is no question. They are 
strongly going concerns still, and, 
despite their own distress, are do- 
ing their best to pull their neigh- 
bors out of the slough of despond. 
The French peasaygt is working, and 
the French artisan, despite a sad 
need of. raw materials, has not lost 
his habit of industry and thrift. The 
encouraging fact about France today 
is that her people are fully alive to 
the seriousness of her problem, and 
are going forward bravely to solve 
it. 

Italy, too, despite her great 
shortage of raw material, is looking 
forward, not backward, led by one 
of the great men produced by the 
war, Premier Nitti. He is is a truly 
wise statesman, and under his lead- 
ership Italy can be relied on to do 
her part for herself and her neigh- 
bors. Belgium, as might have been 
expected, is strongly on the mend, 
and England is meeting her prob- 
lems of reconstruction with quiet 
courage and sturdy common sense. 
She is doing each day’s work, and 
at the same time rendering all as- 
sistance her resources will permit, 
to the oountries on the Continent. 

Belgium, France, Italy and En- 
gland are asking no charity of the 
United States. Their peoples are as 
proud as we are-—as eager as we are 
to work out their own national des- 
tinies and carry on their own busi- 
_ness. They seek only the opportu- 
“nity to regain their economic 
strength. And these countries have 
a population of 125,000,000. Com- 
bining them with the 40,000,000 
neutrals, it appears that about a 
third of the people of Europe could 
not be even remotely referred to as 


| Discase, bereavement, Suffering and 


Some of them are in se- 

cases difficulties, but they have their 
'full capital of hope left, and energy 
| and vital strength for the tasks of 
reconstruction. 
| Disease, Bereavement and Suffering. 

This distinction drawn, and it be- 
ing understood that Germany, be- 
‘cause her problems are so peculiar 
to herself, is left out of the discus- 
sion it is not too much to say that 
in all the rest of Europe—excepting, 
possibly, Russia, about which re- 
ports are  conflicting—civilization 
has broken down. For something 
like 200,000,000 people, disease, be- 
reavement and suffering are present 
in practically every household, 
while food and clothing are insuf- 
ficient to make life tolerable. Par- 
ticularly in the broad belt lying be- 
tween the Baltic and the Black Seas, 
there is appalling misery. This great 
area includes the new Baltic states, 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Ukraine, 
Austria, Hungary, Rumania, Monte- 
negro, Albania and Serbia, to say 
nothing of Russia eastward and Ar- 
menia to the south. In all that re- 
gion there is almost complete paral- 
ysis of national life and industry. 

All that part of Burope has today 
a tremendous number of idle people. 
Many of them want to work. But 
there is a great shortage of raw ma- 
terials with which to work and the 
import and export situation seems 
all but hopeless. Such has been the 
output of paper money and so much 
greater is the need of imports than 
the possibility of exports under exist- 
ing conditions, that these countries 
have nothing, either money or goods, 
with which to purchase from outside 
what they need to sustain life itself, 
to say nothing of supplies for the 

vival of industry. They totter on 
he brink of utter ruin, from which 
nothing but a helping hand can save 
them. 

Financial Depreciation Large. 

The depreciation in the currencies 
of some of these countries as valued 
in dollars, is unbelievable. Accord- 
ing to market quotations of April 10, 
it ran as follows: Austria, 97.53 per 
cent; Hungary, 97.48 per cent; Ger- 
many, 92.32 per cent; Greece, 43.26 
per cent; Rumania, 91.81 per cent; 
Poland, 97.98 per cent; Czecho-Slo- 
vakia, 92.78 per c¢nt. In other words, 


tarvation Rule Two-Thirds of Europe 


if the people of these countries tried 
to buy materials and supplies in 
America at the present market 
values of their currencies, Austria 
would have to pay approximately 40 
times the normal cost, Germany 13 
times, Greece just double, Czecho- 
Slovakia 14 times and Poland 50. 

These figures are official and are 
the only index which can briefly give 
any comprehension of the economic 
conditions inside these countries. 
Their currencies are depreciated be- 
cause they have neither gold nor suf- 
ficient production with which to 
maintain their normal position with 
the United States or with their im- 
mediate neighbors. Until each such 
country is able to produce sufficient 
to maintain itself either from within 
or by importing in exchange for gold 
or goods, it cannot hope for normal 
conditions, if, indeed, it can hope 
to survive. There is nothing diffi- 
cult of comprehension about the sit- 
uation. Somewhere, somehow, some- 
time, those countries must become 
possessed of food, clothing, raw ma- 
terials and the means of transporting 
them, or they must perish. Econom- 
ically and politically they are crip- 
pled to a point threatening complete 
paralysis, while at the same time 
the people are ravaged by destitu- 
tion and distress. The inroads of the 
latter on the war-worn and under- 
nourished population have reached 
the proportion which Balfour called 
“appalling.” 

Medicines and Doctors Lacking. 

Men, women and children are dy- 
ing by thousands, and over vast once- 
civilized areas there are neither med- 
ical appliances nor medica! skill suf- 
ficient to cope with the sanitary 
crisis. 

In Poland, according to reports 
signed by the commissioner of the 
Red Cross and the commissioner of 
the League of Red Cross Societies, 
wholesale starvation is threatened 
during May, June and July, unless 
very large importations of food can 
be secured before May 1. On March 
20 there were approximately 250,- 
000 cases of typhus in Poland and the 
area occupled by the Polish troops, 
with lack of food, clothing, fuel, 
hospital equipment, doctors and 
nurses. From present indications the 
population is threatened with one of 


the worst typhus epidemics in the 
history of the world, which, unless 
checked, will prove a danger threat- 
ening the whole of Europe. In Ga- 
licia whole towns are crippled, 
schools being closed and business 
svspended, because of the disease. In 
some districts there is but one doc- 
tor to each 150,000 people. 


In the Ukraine in the winter of 
1918-1919 typhus and influenza af- 
fccted most of the population. In 
villages of 2000 and 3000 half the 
people would be ill of typhus at the 
same time. Many physicians attend- 
ed a territory 40 miles in diameter. 
Some who had 20,000 to 80,000 ty- 
phus patients could get no medical 
supplies whatsoever, and could give 
only oral encouragement to. their 
sick.. And this year the condition is 
even worse. Pauperism is becomirg 
more and more intense. Prices hava 
advanced steadily. Most necessitics 
now cost 600 times more than at 
the outbreak of the war and are be- 
yond the reach of most persons. 


Vienna Dances Without Food. 


In Austria, according to a report 
dated Feb. 12, there were in Vienna 
rations for three weeks. People 
were apathetic, fatalistic and tired 
and there was an epidemic of danc- 
ing. One dance was attended by 
4000 people, half of whom had had 
no dinners. Refusing to go home, 
they danced until exhausted. One 
hundred thousand school children 
were underfed and diseased as a re- 
sult of food shortage, lack of fuel 
and inadequate hospital facilities. 
Crime was increasing among. the 
child population, hunger sometimes 
driving little boys to attempts at 
murder. The population, of Vienna 
was literally famished. The general 
death rate had increased 46 per cent 
since 1913, and the death rate from 
tuberculosis 250 per cent. Many chil- 
dren of one year had not surpassed 
their weight at birth. The middle 
class, living on salaries, were selling 
their belongings to buy even the Gov- 
ernment ration. One meal for one 
person cost six kronen at the mu- 
nicipal kitchens, while the salary of 
a professor was 77 kronen a month. 
An overcoat cost three months’ sal- 
ary of a court Justice, and a second- 
on automobile sold for an amount 


equal to 17 years’ salary of the 
chancellor. 

In Hungary, conditions in Buda- 
pest, the capital, were similar to 
those in Vienna, though not quite 
so. severe. In 1913 there had been 
23,300 births and 17,300 deaths, 
while in 1918 there were 14,700 
births and 29,900 deaths. The num- 
ber of deaths was double that of 
births. Although in 1916, in No- 
vember, the scarcity of milk had 
been seriously felt by the children, in 
1919 the November supply was only 
one-fourth as great. Of 160,000 chil- 
dren enrolled in the publHec schools, 
100,000 were dependent on public 
charity. They lacked not only food 
and clothing, but, in many cases, 
their mentality was menaced—and 
they were the fathers and mothers 
of the next-to-be-born generation. 
One hundred and fifty thousand 
workers were Idle in the city; there 
were 30,000 widows and war invalids 
and 30,000 sick and disabled old 
people who were a charge upon the 
State. 


Plight of New Nations. 


In Czecho-Slovakia the shelves of 
the pharmacies are bare and the 
supply of drugs is not being replen- 
ished because of the low value of 
the national currency. Typhus has 
appeared in each of the four sec- 
tions comprising the republic, along 
with smallpox, and there is lack of 
linen, medicines, soap and physi- 
clans. 

In Rumania, tuberculosis is 
spreading in an alarming manner, 
making its appearance everywhere, 
both in citles and country districts. 

In Serbia there are said to be only 
200 doctors for the entire country, 
80 per cent of the physicians having 
lost their lives during the war. Areas 
with 60,000 to 60,000 people are 
practically without medical care or 
supervision. Transportation of all 
sorts is very inadequate, while food, 
nursing and shelter for a large num- 
ber of orphan children urgently are 
required. Typhus has broken out 
again, the infection being spread 
rapidly by Russian refugees seeking 
safety in Serbia from the advancing 
Bolshevik forces. Many of these 
refugees. have typhus and none al 
free from the typr: usc arrier, 


: 


In Montenegro there are not over 
four or five doctors for an estimated 
population of 460,000. One area 
where 70,000 people live has one 


| doctor, and he has no facilities for 


getting about. Food is running short, 
and between 5000 and 8000 children 
have to be fed daily. 

In Albania conditions are similar, 
that of the children being deplor- 
able. 

In the Baltic States there are re- 
ports of an epidemic of typhus in- 
volving Esthonia, with about 156,000 
cases of the disease. Food, clothing 
and transportation are absolutely 
lacking. 

In Armenia the known  4istress 
and destitution are beyond descrip- 
tion. 


The following is taken from «a 
communication from Sir William 
Goode, British Director of Relief: 

“All official and other reports 
which reach me give no hope of im- 
provement in the situation in Central 
and Eastern Europe. The misery 
of the outlook in many parts, par- 
ticularly in Austria, Poland and Ar- 
menia, is worse than ever. * * @®@ 
The marshalled charity of the world 
will not alone heal the disease from 
which Europe is suffering. In- 
creased production and the restora- 
tion of economic order out of politi- 
cal and economic chaos are the only 
solution of the problem that now 
almost defies the ingenuity of those 
who face it.” 

Such is the picture of conditions 
in the spring of this year, according 
to the information gathered by Da- 
vison during a two months’ stay 
overseas, where he joined in confer- 
ence with representatives of 27 na- 
tions. Western Europe is 
from the catastrophe of war. But 
the whole central and eastern re- 
gion is all but bankrupt—sepiritually, 
physically, financially, tndustrially, 
socially and politically insolvent, — 
More than 200,000,000 people, spread 
over an area of more than 2,500,000 
square miles—two-thirds of geo- 
graphical Europe and half of ite 
people—are Involved in the disaster,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In view of the efforts now being made 
at Washington to persuade Congress to 
enact a law providing for the “compul- 
sory introduction of the metric system, 
the following reasons suggest themselves 
as to why such action would place an un- 
necessary burden on the railroads and 
incidentally on the people at large, for 
the reason that in the last resort the peo- 
ple must pay for all of these excessive 
and unnecessary expenditures: 

‘The railroads of the country have spent 
several million dollars preparing plans in 
compliance with valuation orders of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. These 
plans, as well as other plans, both of 
right-of-way, structures, standards, etc., 
will become, in effect, obsolete and their 
replacement would eventually be neces- 
sary on the metric system. This would 
entail a very large expenditure. 

The enactment of this law would cause 
all freight tariffs to be revised and read- 
justed from their present pound and ton 
basis. This would not only involve a very 
large expense, but great confusion and 
the loss in connection therewith would be 


inestimable.

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THE LEAGUE ISSUE, 

Reasserting his leadership of the Democratic party, 
President Wilson, in his letter of greeting to the 
Kansas Democratic convention, defines the issue of 
the League of Nations as the paramount issue of the 
presidential campaign. 

Referring to this year as “a year of exceptional op- 
portunity and duty,” the President designates this 
issue which it is the duty of the party to raise with 
the yoters as one involving “nothing less than the 
honor of the United States and the redemption of its 
most solemn obligations: its obligations to its asso- 
ciates in the great war and to mankind, to whom it 
gave the most explicit pledge that it went to war, 
not merely to win a victory in arms, but also to fol- 
low up that victory with the establishment of such 
a covenant of nations as would guarantee the per- 
manence of a peace based on justice.” 

All of this is true, but the question of precisely the 
form and wording of the peace covenant at once 
arises. What is the President's precise view of what 
the United States must do to keep faith and redeem 
its obligations? What must the Democratic platform 
declare in order to preserve the honor and meet the 
obligations of this country? 

There can be no doubt about Mr. Wilson's view. 
He will demand that the party declare for the cov- 
enant of the League of Nations practical!y as orig- 
inally written, or only with such interpretations as 
may be regarded as necessary to clarify its mean 
ing—harmless interpretations which will not change 
the original meaning in the slightest particular. 
Having rejected the Lodge reservations it is clear 
that the President would object to a plank which 
does not clearly define the acceptable interpretations 
as not in any wise altering the original pact. 

Doubtless the declaration of the Missouri Demo- 
cratic convention, which combined an indorsement 
of the President’s work and his League of Nations 
with a repudiation of Senator Reed, conforms to Mr. 
Wilson's view. The Missouri Democrats expressed 
their unqualified indorsement of the League as writ- 
ten and accepted the President’s assurance of its 
soundness, but in order to assure the ratification of 
the peace treaty declared their willingness to ac- 
cept “such reservations as do not impair or vitiate 
in the least degree the primary object of the cove- 
nant,” or, as stated in another sentence, that do not 
“weaken or nullify the provisions of the covenant 
end the purpose of the League.” 

We do not see how the San Francisco convention 
can do less than this without repudiating the Presi- 
dent’s leadership and joining with hig enemies. To 
gc farther and accept general reservations would be 
an abandonment of the President’s issue; an aban- 
donment of the League to the reservationists, and 
roight result in no well defined issue. 

The majority of Republican Senators do not pro- 

fess to be against the League. They are for the 
League with reservations, and if the Republican con- 
vention adopts their view it will declare for the 
peace covenant with the Lodge reservations. 
In that event we shall have a Democratic declara- 
tion for the League with mild reservations or inter- 
pretations and a Republican declaration for the 
League of Nations with the Lodge reservations. The 
issue in this case will be, so far as the public is con- 
cerned, the peace covenant in its original form vs. 
the peace covenant as amended by the Republicans in 
the Senate. The election, in so far as an election 
with a mass of mixed issues can settle anything, 
would merely determine whether the peace treaty 
shall be ratified with or without the Lodge reser- 
vations. 

There is one possible event in Republican politics 
which would give the country a clear issue of League 
or no League; that ig the nomination of Senator 
Hiram Johnson of California, who is running in the 
Republican primaries on a high tide of success. If 
Senator Johnson doeg not go into the convention 
with a majority of candidates he will at least have a 
powerful support, strong enough in all probability to 
hold the balance of power. 

With the Democrats standing on the Wilson League 
issue, Senator Johnson is the logical Republican can- 
d‘date. He would be his own issue so far as the 
League is concerned. He is not only opposed to the 
Wilson League and to any League remotely resem- 
bling it, but he embodies the opposition to Mr. Wilson 
at every point—all the animosity that stirs the Re- 
publican breast and all the contempt expressed by Re 
publican leaders against the President. He openly 
&vows with regard to Mr. Wilson and the League 
what subtler Republican leaders secretly feel and 
seek to accomplish covertly and by indirection. The 
difference between Senator Johnson and Senator 
Lodge is the difference between the club and the 
stiletto. 

Undoubtedly the Democratic convention will stand 
ty the President. We do not believe that Mr. Bryan, 
whatever program of fanaticisms and vagaries he 
ruay foist upon the Democratic party, will be able 
t« stem the tide of regularity and pro-League senti- 
ment. Johnson’s nomination would give the country 
a clear-cut issue with the League banner on one 
s.de and the anti-League banner on the other. 

If the Republican bosses steam roll Senator John- 
son there will probably be an independent anti- 
League party made up of all the discontents.

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EXTENDING THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


In view of the recognition of the Monroe Doctrine 
in the League of Nations covenant some of the Cen- 
tral and South American countries are pondering the 
consequences in their admission to membership. The 
republic of Salvador particularly has applied to the 
United States Government for a definition of the 
Monroe Doctrine so that it may measure the extent 
of its obligations thereunder. 


In reply the Department of State has transmitted a 


copy of an address delivered by President Wilson be- 
fore the second Pan-American Scientific Congress in 
Washington Jan. 6, 1916, in which, as a prelude to a 
proposal for a Pan-American treaty of mutual guaran- 
tee, the President said: 


It was a hand held up in warning, but there 
was no promise in it of what America was going 
to do with the implied and partial protectorate 
which she apparently was trying to set up on this 
side of the water, and I believe you will sustain 
me in the statement that it has been fears and 
suspicions on this score which have hitherto pre- 
vented the greater intimacy and confidence and 
trust between the Americas. The states of Amer- 
ica have not been certain what the United States 
would do with her power. That doubt must be 
removed. And latterly there has been a very 
frank interchange of views between the authori- 
ties in Washington and those who represented the 
other states of this hemisphere, an interchange of 
views charming and hopeful because based upon 
an increasingly sure appreciation Of the spirit in 
which they were undertaken. 


The draft treaty was submitted to the American 
Governments soon thereafter and its essence was set 


out in Article I as follows: 


That the high contracting parties to this solemn 
rovenant and agreement hereby join one another 
in a common and mutual guarantee of territorial 
integrity and political independence under repub- 
lican forms of government. 


In three subsequent articles provision was made 
for the submission of all disputes to a permanent in- 
ternational commission of inquiry, one year to be al- 
lowed before resort to war; for arbitration of all ques- 
tions not involving honor, independence or vital in- 
terests, and for embargoing the shipment of arms to 
revolutionary factions. The genesis of Article X in 
the League covenant may be seen in Article I of this 
proposed treaty. 

John Bassett Moore, who had resigned as counselor 
o! the State Department just a short time before the 
submission of this draft treaty to the American Gov- 
ernments, makes the following comment in his “Prin- 
ciples of American Diplomacy”: 


A number of the American Governments accept- 
ed to proposal “in principle.” Some indicated a 
‘willingness to go further, but none of them in 
fact signed the treaty. An unfavorable influence 
seems to have been exerted by the feeling which 
.found expression in certain quarters, that the pro- 
posal, though strictly reciprocal in terms, involved 
unequal responsibilities and opportunities. Some, 
while doubting the disposition of the United 
States to accept suggestions from other American 
countries in such matters, seemed to dread lest 
the treaty might lead to discussions as to whether 
particular constitutions of government, or even 
particular administrations, satisfied the condition 
of republicanism, thus opening the door to con- 
stant foreign intrusions into intérnal affairs. 


In advising Salvador that the Monroe Doctrine con- 
templated the maintenance of a static condition, terri- 
torially and politically, in the. Americas, the Presi- 
dent has actually declared an extension of the doc- 
trine. 
quest among ‘American states, but only on the part 
of non-American Governments. No single state can 
assume alone to prevent conquest among the Ameri- 
cau states without destroying the principle of equal- 
ity; it is essentially a doctrine to be enforced by the 
co-operation of equals. To that extent, therefore, the 
Monroe Doctrine has ceased to be national and has 
become international. 
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THE K. OF C. NIGHT SCHOOL. 

The end of the war found a large sum of money in 
the hands of the Knights of Columbus which had 
been contributed by the benevolent to carry on wel- 
fare work among the soldiers. The organization 
holds these funds to be a trust to be reserved solely 
for the benefit of those for whom they were origi- 
nally intended and the change in conditions has only 
changed the form of the service to be rendered tv 
the beneficiaries. 

It is with a part of these funds that the local 
Lranch of the order has established at its building, 
8049 Olive street, a night school which has within 
recent months taken rank among the most valuable 
of the special educational facilities provided in St 
Louis. 

More than 600 ex-soldiers are now students at this 
night school. The courses are arranged with refer- 
ence to making up the deficiencies in training that 
may handicap former army and navy men and equip 
them for remunerative employment. A class of ex- 
service men who are studying Spanish there with a 
view to improving opportunities of various sorts in 
Latin-America is a sample of the school’s usefulness. 
In September a course in mechanics and practical 
automobile work is to be added. 

To accommodate the school, 47 tenants who for. 
merly leased quarters in the K. of C. building have 
been required to vacate and the budget for mainten- 
ance from Feb. 1 to Dec. 31, amounting to $92,000, 
conveys an idea of the scale on which instruction is 
given. What use of the war funds could be more 
helpful and permanent in results? The school meets 
& vital need of these days more completely than per- 
haps it is met elsewhere. Ex-service men ambitious 
for useful careers should avail themselves of its 
privileges. ,

Next to the repudiation of Reed, 
the convention action of most in-| 
terest was the refusal to elect 
Charles M. Hay, active dry leader, 
and organizer of the anti-Reed 
sentiment, a delegate-at-large to| 
the national convention. Hay had a_ 
strong hold on the convention, but 
the results indfeated this hold was.

In other words, | 
a delegation could vote its entire 
voting strength for each of four of, 
the six candidates, or could split its | 
vote among six so long as no one, 
candidate received more than the 
total vote of the delegation. 


This permitted such well! or- 
ganized political units as the delega- 
tions from Kansas City and St. 
Louis, the organized wet delegates 
from some rural counties and the, 
pro-Reed delegates to conrbine to 
‘keep Hay from being one of the first 
four. They succeeded. He was fifth. , 
Hay accepted defeat gracefully, , 


| saying in a speech to the convention 


that, while he had been “rolled,” 
‘he knew that was in the fortunes of 
politics, and he could be counted 
upon to give the Democratic ticket 
every assistance within his power. 

There were two convention de- 
velopments which had not been an- 
| ticipated, One was the’ unofficial 
telegram of congratulation which 
was sent to William Jennings 
Bryan when woréd of his election as 
a delegate from: Nebraska to the 
national convention was received,., 
and the other was the indorsement 
of David R. Francis for the nomina- 
tion for’ vice president. 

Bryan Congratulation. 

The Bryan congratulation was due 
solely to the manipulation of Frank | 
H. Lee, a Joplin lawyer and member 
of the Democratic State Committee, 
who is an ardent admirer of Bryan. 
The convention was in_ recess, 
though most of the delegates were 
in their seats, when Lee announced | 
Bryan's election from the platform, |

desired. 

Bryan’s name was loudly cheered, 
as it probably would be in any Dem- 
ocratic gathering, and when Lee put 
the question to a vote, there were 
very few dissenting voices.

comes an awful obsession. 


The house of Francois Des- 
camps, where I do most of my 
training, stands in its own 
grounds. On the lawn that skirts 
the side of it is my gymnasium, a 
structure made so that I am al- 
ways in the open. Here I box and 
skip, and every afternoon with 
my manager as referee and time- 
keeper I conjure up before me 
the man I am to fight. 

And I fight him with all my 
might, and in every conceivable 
way. Descamps, with much 
sternness, will shout: “Break,” 
“Don’t hold, Carpentier,” or “You 
are leaning on your man.” And 
he will say to me as I come into 
my corner, “Georges, go slow: he 
nearly got you that time. He hurt 
you that round. Don't lead with 
your right. He is very clever.” 

And on I will go, now rushing, 
now feinting, again uppercutting; 
then infighting, or ducking and 
dodging and bringing my right 
across with all the viciousness in 
me. 

I make my shadow-boxing as 
near to being real fighting as 
possible. Which every boxer 
should do; he should not feel that 
he is doing nothing more than 
prancing about; he should bring 
himself to believe that he is en- 
gaged in actual combat. 

Before Descamps had his place 
at La Guerche, I did my training 
at Manitot—some 70 miles from 
Paris—at a chateau placed at my 
disposal by a well-known French 
sportsman. There Maeterlinck, 
the famous Belgian poet, with 
whom }--have often sparred, and 
other notable people used to come 
to watch me. 

My daily program when I am in 
training—and I suppose that I 
shall be more or less in training 
until I retire, for I have many 
fights in front of me—is, of course, 
subject to variation, I rise at 7 
o'clock every morning, and after 
coffee and a jug of milk I set out 
with my two dogs for a sharp five- 
mile walk on the road. Now and 
then I will race with my dogs. 

My road work finished, Gasquet 
seizes me and -sif there is a better 
or cleverer masseur than he fs, I 
should very much like to meet him.

At least once a day I engage in 
what is as near to a fight as pos- 
sible. JI neither spare my partners 
nor do they spare mé, and knock- 
outs are not infrequent. 

Until about a year and a half 
ago, when I saw that the time 
would soon come when I would be 
free to fight again, I wondered 
whether I had lost the power of 
hitting. In the quiet of my rooms 
with door bolted, I would often 
bring my right over on some fan- 
cied opponent, but I was not con- 
vinced that I still carried a knock- 
out. I did not acquaint anyone 
with my doubt; merely, did I wait 
for an opportunity to see what I 
could do. 

One afternoon I looked fn ata 
little boxing club in Paris and 
found Badoud, well known in En- 
gland, sparring. He invited me to 
put the gloves on. I consented on 
the understanding that he would 
play light. 

Now Badoud could no more box 
gently than he could fly; he must 
fight always. So in the first round 
he tore into me and hit me so hard 
that he hurt. And he never asked 
my pardon! There was nothing 
else for it but to fight, and as I re- 
solved to do so I whispered to my- 
self, “Now, Master Georges, here 
is your chance to see whether you 
still carry in your glove a knock- 
out punch.” I was seized with a 
fiendish feeling. So I feinted with 
my left and got my right full on 
the chin. Badoud was out for a 
full quarter of an hour. When 
he came to, he sald, “Bravo!”’ 

For myself, I chuckled with de- 
light; I have rarely felt so happy, 
for I was then satisfied that I re- 
tained my hitting powers. My spar- 
ring partners will tell you that I 
hurt; and they have suffered many 
knockouts. 

There are some days when I do 
no boxing. A fighter is all the bet- 
ter for putting his gloves away now 
and then during his training. And 
when I decide on “no boxing to- 
day” I take myself off and fish. 
Angling to a boxer who is prepar- 
ing for a fight is, to my miind, the 
best sedative, the surest comforter 
I know. It takes your mind clean 
away from fightifig, so that when 
you put the gloves on again you 
box for the very love of boxing. 
I love my gun, too, and miss few 
opportunities to shoot. 

When in training I never smoke; 
out of training the cigarette is my 
friend and my joy. 

My dietary? I eat all the good 
things that come my way. I do 
not pick and choose. I am healthy 
and I know no fastidiousness. 

But meat I would have much of, 
and my favorite drink jis a little 


claret and water.

The convention of the National 
Tuberculosis Association, which 
opened Thursday at Hotel Statler, 
ended yesterday afternoon with a 
visit by the delegates to the Night 
and Day Camp of the St. Louis 
Tuberculosis Association as guests of 
the Central Council of Social Agen- 
cles. The delegates were conveyed 
to the camp on the city harbor boat 
Erastus Wells. 

The boat left the foot of Market 
street at 2:15 p. m. and proceeded 
down the river to a landing opposite 
the-camp site, near Jefferson Bar- 
racks, from where the delegates 
walked about a half mile across 
felds to the hill where the camp is 
located. It consists of a large frame 
structure capable of accommodating 
60 persons and is situated in a large

T IS not likely that any sum of money can com- 
pensate a man for having undergone the hor- 
ror of being hanged. To have climbed the'steps 
of the gallows; to have seen the light of day 
curtained off by the black cap; to have felt 
the noose drawn tight, and the sickening 
plunge, cut short by twanging hemp, are things 
which death alone can blot from memory, but the 
people of a State have done what they could to requite 
a citizen who unjustly suffered them at their hands. 

Ever so often the forces: of destiny, as if resolved 
to make sport of man’s puny devices, rouse them- 
selves and contend for a man’s life with a fury and 
disregard that sets the human observer aghast. Such 
an instance was the case of Will Purvis. Not often in 
the history of administered justice has a man been 
so helpless a plaything in the hands of those mysteri- 
ous powers that fight for and against him. True, the 
good won in the end, but what shall be said of the ter- 
ror and anguish which sank their brands deep into 
his soul? The people of the State of Mississippi have 
said that he is entitled to $5000. Probably that is all 
that can be done about it. 

Back in the early '90s there arose in the Southeastern 
states an organization, or a number of organizations, 
whose members became known as the “Whitecaps,” 
because of the hoods they wore pulled down over their 
heads during their sinister activities. The movement 
was, in fact, a sort of revival of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The members were sworn to secrecy, and the watch- 
word was “Death to traitors,” an ominous decree that 
was carried out more than once. 

The “Whitecaps” had no general aim. Their pur- 
pose differed according to lo¢ality. In some sections 
they punished tobacco planters for selling to the trusts; 
in others they visited their wrath upon men or women 
suspected of moral offenses. Negroes often were their 
victims. 

Councils were held, at which the names of persons 
were brought up, and their “guilt” or “innocence” de- 
bated. Then a vote was taken, judgment pronounced 
and lots drawn to determine which members wouid 
inflict the penalty. Sometimes the entire council *par- 
ticipated. The victim would likely be awakenea at 
the dead of night by a group of mute figures, masked 
by white hoods, forced to dress and accompany the 
party into the woods, where he, or she, would be tied 
to a tree and scourged with a “blacksnake”’ whip. Some- 
times these visits were preceded by warnings in the 
form of notes. When the warnings were obeved, noth- 
ing came of kt. 

Only against traitorous fellow members, or outsiders 
believed guilty of trying to discover the “Whitecaps,” 
was the death penalty inflicted. 

William Buckley was a farmer of Marion County, 
Miss., and a ‘‘Whitecap,” in 1893. On some question 
he fell out with other members, and made threats that 
he would “turn them up.” ) 

One evening as he and his brother, N. P. Buckley, 
were going home by way of a lonely lane, there was 
a burst of flame and crack of rifles from a clump of 
bushes, and William Buckley sank to the ground, 
mortally wounded. 

Only a small percentage of the men in a community 
were “Whitecaps,” it must be remembered, and conse- 
quently there was a hue and cry on the part of the 
community at large for the apprehension of Buckley’s 
murderers. 

N. P. Buckley declared that he had seen Will Purvis 
and two other men run from the clump of bushes 
whence came the fatal shots. Bloodhouds were brought 
up. They followed a trail that led to a field where 
Will Purvis had been plowing that afternoon, and 
thence to the home of his father, where he was ar- 
rested. 

The trial aroused intense interest. The prosecutor

Purvis’ only de- 
fense was that he was plowing in the field that after- 
noon, and was on his way home alone at the time the 
shooting occurred.

Those were the days of public hangings, when the 
gallows were erected on the public square, where all 
might see how the law dealt with those who outraged 
it. Every man, woman and child in the countryside 
who could get there was present. Lean mountaineers 
came riding in astride bareback mules. “Jolt wagons,” 
hacks, surreys and all sort of vehicles bore their bur- 
dens of spectators into town. The militia unit was on 
guard again. with full cartridge belts and loaded guns, 
for it was feared that an eleventh-hour delivery might 
be attempted. : ¢ 

The ‘‘Whitecaps” had decided the odds were too 
great. Will Purvis, his hands manacled, his head bare, 
was led from the jail. His step did not falter. The 
minister uttered the last prayers for his soul, and, once 
again, the Sheriff asked if Purvis had anything to say, 

“f never killed him,” he said. 

The black cap was drawn over his head. The trem- 
bling fingers of a Deputy Sheriff fixed the noose. A 
great silence hung over the scene. Men pulled their 
hatbrims down over their eyes. Women turned their 


heads. A creak of the trap, and the hooded figure shot 
through, writhed a moment—and then fell to the 
ground! 


The noose had slipped over his head. 

A couple of men ran uncertainly to the form on 
the ground, and asked questions in husky whispers. 

“Before God, I am an innocent man,” came in muffled 
tones from underneath the cap. 

“It is the hand of God!” shrieked a hysterical by- 
stander. The shout was taken up. 

“It is God’s judgment; God's will be done!” shouted 
men and women. 

But the only will which the Sheriff knew to be done 
was the will of the Court. He prepared to lead Purvis 
up the steps again. The crowd became menacing. The 
militiamen were helpless. They could not slaughter a 
whole square full of people. Then Purvis’ lawyer ap- 
peared. 

“You can't hang this man again,” he told the Sheriff. 
“He has been placed in jeopardy of his life once; that 
is all the law allows.’ The Sheriff was only too glad 
to put the matter back in the hands of the Court, and 
Purvis was returned to jail, wearing a red ring around 
his neck. 

The Supreme Court, however, decided against the 
appeal. It held that the judgment of the lower court, 
that Purvis must be hanged by his neck “until he was 
dead,” must be carried out.

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NE of the most amazing stories 
coming out of the war is that 
of an uproarious hoax which 
two British officers, captives in 
a prison camp at Yozgad, 
Turkey, perpetrated upon Ot- 
toman authorities of the can- 


By dint of their supposed 


reduced the camp commandant, a typical 

Turkish tyrant, into a state of fearful subservience, and 
terrified the camp interpreter, a thief and a coward, 
doting upon his safe and lucrative position, actually 
into enlisting in the Turkish army for front-line serv- 
ice. The commandant was finally courtmartialed by 
his own superiors. 

Working upon the superstition of the Turks, the of- 
ficers extorted many comforts and privileges for their 
brother prisoners, including permission to hunt game 
in the vicinity of the camp. The spook in Yozgad even 
instituted a correspondence with the Turkish War Of- 
fice in Constantinople; and the manipulators of the 
fake flatter themselves that their spirit was the only 
one that ever dictated letters and telegrams to a Gov- 
ernment department in any country, and received re- 
plies thereto. 


For the entire spiritualistic demonstration, according 
to the confession of its authors, was from start to 
conclusion a fraud. ‘We had ‘many opportunities,” 
‘they record, “of seeing the deplorable effects of belief 
in spiritualism. When in the atmosphere of the se- 
ance, men whose judgment one respects and whose 
mental powers one admires lose hold of the criteria of 
sane conclusions and construct for themselves a fan- 
tastic world on their new hypothesis. 


“The ‘messages we received’ from ‘the world be- 
yond’ and from ‘other minds in this sphere’ were-in 
every case, and from beginning to end, of our own 
invention. Yet the effect, both on our friends and 
upon the Turks, was to lead them, as earnest investi- 
gators, to the same conclusions as Sir Oliver Lodge has 
reached, and the arrival of his book, ‘Raymond,’ in 
the camp in 1918, only perved to confirm them in their 
views. 

“We do not know whether such a thing as a ‘genuine’ 
medium exists. We do know that, in the face of the 
most elaborate and persistent efforts to detect fraud, 
it is possible to convert intelligent, scientific and 
otherwise highly educated men to spiritualism, by 
means of the arts and methods employed by ‘mediums’ 
in general.” 

The authors of the hoax were Lieut. FE. H. Jones, a 
Welsh officer in the Indian army, and Lieut. C. W. 
Hill, an Australian officer of the royal air force, who 
had extraordinary skill with his hands, and who was 
“a wonderful conjurer, the best amateur any 
of us had ever seen.” The story is now made 
public in a book by Lieut. Jones, under the 
title of “The Road to En-Dor” (John Lane 
Co.j. The title is a phrase from a poem by 
Rudyard Kipling upon the subject of Saul’s 
visit, in the Bible, to the witch of En-Dor. 


The prisoners’ mail, one afternoon late in 
February, 1917, brought to Lieut. Jones only 
one postcard, from an aunt in England. He 
knew that lurking in the Turkish postoffice 
were many more missives, from his wife and 
his mother and father. So he grumbled at all 
things Ottoman, not foreseeing that the inno- 
cent-looking piece of cardboard was to prove 
the open sesame that finally got him and 
Lieut. Hall out of Turkey. 

The postcard gave directions as to how 
Lieut. Jones might while away the time by ex- 
periments with a ouija board. The first ap- 
paratus was simple. An officer groomed one 
eorner of a table to smoothness with his coat- 
tail, while another wrote the letters of the al-

Through the reports of 
‘Turkish sentries and letters writien home by the pris- 
oners, word of the demonstrations soon reached the 
commandant, Kiazim Bey, Bimbdshi of Turkish artil- 


lery. “He was the most nebulous officer in Asia,’ says 
Lieut. Jones. “He did not visit us once in three 
months. He answered no letters, took not the least 


notice of any complaints, refused all interviews and 
pursued a policy of masterly inactivity that was the 
despair of our senior officers. He was more in- 
accessible than the Grand Mogul.

Kiazim Bey, with the usual Turkish ob- 
liquity, gave no direct sign of interest. But 
Lieut. Jones was certain the commandant 
had secretly shown his hand when he was 
approached by the camp interpreter, an Ot- 
toman Jew named Moise, who was generally 
known among the British as “the Pimple.” 
Moise asked that some questions be answered 
for him “by occultism.’”” Then and there 
Lieut. Jones saw a glimmering of the pos- 
sibility that he might employ his fraudulent demon- 
strations as a means of escaping from Turkey. 

The Pimple was gravely informed by the ouija that 
Jones had been taken prisoner by the head hunters of 
Burma, and was saved from death by the witch doctor, 
who recognized him as a fellow practitioner. When the 
native conjurer died, Jones succeeded him as thief of 
the tribe, by reason of his magic powers, and in due 
time returned to civilization with his pockets full of 
Burmese rubles and his head crammed with the magic 
of the East. Moise was deeply impressed, although he 
was a well-educated man who had spent some years in 
the Ecole Normale in Paris. 


Jones had amused himself by providing pretended 
On May 6, 
1917, an order was posted forbidding prisoners to com- 
municate in their letters to England ‘‘news obtained 
by officers in the spiritistic state!’’ This seemed evi- 
dence of the commandant’s credulity, and Moise in- 
formed Lieut. Jones that Kiazim Bey was accustomed 
to consult witches and playing cards to solve his diffi- 
culties. The interpreter at last betrayed what was 
in the commandant’s mind by inquiring furtively: 
“Can the spirit find a buried treasure?” 


It was believed in Turkey that many rich Armenians, 
before the nation was driven into the Syrian desert, 
secretly interred great hoards of money. This question 
was the cue for future operations. By working on the 
commandant’s cupidity, as well as his superstition, it 
should be possible to turn Kiazim Bey into. an abject 
slave of the practical jokers. A treasure hunt under 
the guidance of a spook would be irresistibly fascinat- 
ing to a man like the commandant. 


So the reply was in the affirmative, and the ouija’s 
first triumph was to guide Moise and the commandant’s 
cook—“the confidant as well as the orderly of Kiazim 
Bey, practically the second in command in the camp, 
and altogether as big a rascal as every wore baggy 
trousers’—to a spot at which Jones had previously 
planted a revolver.

adroit and efficient ways the Turk has of ridding 
himself of undesirable characters. It was possible at 
any moment that they might be’ found out. So Jones 
and Hill bent their first efforts towards involving 
Kiazim Bey so deeply in their scheme, of arming 


themselves with such irrefutable evidence of his 
complicity, that he would be powerless to avenge 
himself upon them in case of discovery. They knew 
that the officials in Constantinople would ruin Kiazim 
Bey if they learned he was seeking for treasure with- 
out informing his superiors and without any intention 
of dividing with them.

Louis to El Paso, Ter., in 1865, The third installment 
follows: : 


Edited by Mary M. Diffenderffer, 
(Niece of Author of Diary, F. BR. Diffenderffer.) 
ULY 1—-We have made very poor 
today. We hardly got well started this 
morning - when ‘one of the wagons stuck 
fast in a mud hole and soon after another. 
After vainly attempting to pull it out by dou- 
bling teams (aiding the team by two, three or four 
spans of mules from another wagon), we were finally 
compelled to partly unload and then pull out. Our 
trouble with wild mules (that is, animals which are 
unbroken ard not trained to work) was renewed to- 
day, and in a tenfold aggravated manner. [ have seen 
wild mules before, but none that came up to these. 
One that we have must be thrown down every time 
he is bridled, and then thrown again to have the bridle 
removed. One escaped from a: teamster with his har- 
ness on, and we spent just one hour in capturing him. 
Then, again, all these things delay us so much and 
take up so much of the day that but little time is left 
for traveling. We made only four or five miles today, 
but the mules were so worried and tired out that we 
were compelled to make an early camp. The place 
where our camp is is a most beautifyl spot. The prai- 
rie is most beautifully undulating and covered with 
trains in motion and in camp and with cattle. Close 
by us are immense cornfields, one of 230 acres, and 
the corn is the finest I ever saw. There is also near 
us a small field of millet, a grain which I have hither- 
to known only by name. The sunset this ‘evening was 
grand beyond description, and the appearance of the 
sky afterwards for more than an entire hour was a 
magnificent sight. The night was no less so. We had 
a moon and the sky was cloudless, and when the moon 
went down the stars came out in myriads. Who could 
help thinking as he lay there of the old home and the 
old friends, and cast anxious thoughts intp the future? 
I had worked hard during the day, however, and was 
pretty tired, so my meditations were somewhat short- 
er than they might otherwise have been. 
wish is that we could get along faster. We are making 
such poor progress that, although I ‘Know it to be‘en- 
tirely unavoidable, one can hardly muster up the 
necessary patience, in view of the very long road that 
lies before us. One of the most remarkable things to 
me, who has been used to outdoor life in Texas and 
Mexico, is the very heavy dews which fall here almost 
nightly. By 8 o’clock in the evening the grass is very 
wet, and by morning it looks as if a shower had 
fallen. This renders it somewhat unpleasant to sleep 
out at nights. In the morning it seems as if the 
upper blanket of your bed had been dipped in water. 
Another feature, and a far more agreeable one, are 
the delightfully cool nights. So far I have slept under 
three blankets for covering at night. I walked for 
some hours today, partly for exercise, and also to add 
new specimens to my botanical collection. 
Sunday and Monday, July 2 and 3.—I have 
lost a day in some way. I waited yesterday 
for Sunday to come today, but when this 
morning came I found Sunday was yesterday 
and Monday today. At any rate, we did not 
get to the town of Lawrence until today 
(Monday), having been delayed, as usual, by 
a great many bad places in the road. How- 
ever, we were in sight of Lawrence, and that 
would have been much more satisfactory had 
we not known that before we got to it we <a

than we have so far done. 

This afternoon an unpleasant as well as serious ac- 
cident occurred to me. Our train was standing in the 
s reets of Lawrence, when along came two ox trains, 
loaded with Government supplies, racing. A wagon 
struck our ambulance, smashing it im a very ugly 
fashion. On 1 had every spoke and felloe broken 
and both springs also. Such an accident occurring in 
such a place, and under such circumstances, is far 
from pleasant, and so we found it. [| could scarcely 
realize it for a time, but there lay the wreck, and | 
could not doubt the evidence of my own eyes. We left 
the ambulance at a wagonmaker shop and took the 
horses to camp, a short distance outside of the town. 
It is fortunate that the wagons will be compelled to 
remain here about three days. Nearly all the iron 
axles are sprung and require fixing. and the mules

must likewise be shod. Tomorrow will be the Fourth 
of July, a holiday, on which no work can be done on 
the wagons, although they promised to begin on ours, 
so that by the time the train is ready to go, we will 
be ready also. 

July 4.—Our camp, where we will remain until the 
train wagons are fixed up, is about a mile and a half 
beyond Lawrence, where the nearest good grass is to 
be found. We must pack water for some distance, and 
of wood there is none at all. It is a most undesirable 
camp, but the inevitable must be put up with. This 
has been one of the longest days I ever lived through, 
and as triste as long. 

July 5.—This morning the wagons were unloaded 
and the axles taken to town; some mules were also 
taken in to be shod, principally wheelers. It is a 
little singular what high winds prevail here during the 
day, amounting at times almost to a gale;but it seems 
a wise provision, as the heat of the sun would be 
wellnigh unbearable otherwise. If one can get into 
the shade, not-an easy thing to do. the gale ma‘*es

All trains geem to be hurrying on to reach Council © 
Grove by the fifteenth of this month to avail them- 
selves of the escort the Government has promised te 
send along. All day long trains, both large and small, 
have been filing by, and sometimes four or five: are 
in sight at one time, while a number are encamped 
within sight at all times. I only hope after we get. 
going again we will meet with no further disasters,. but 
be able to move along more satisfactorily. 

July 6.—Today for the first time in my life I made 
a washerwoman of myself. I went to work and never 
stopped until | had washed three shirts, two under 
shirts, two pairs of drawers, two handkerchiefs and — 
a pair of soc’s. There, if that doesn’t display versa- — 
tility of talent, | am at a loss to understand what does. . 
Still, I don’t think washing is my forte and | don’t — 
think I shall follow it as a profession, except in case 
of great necessity. 

We recommenced putting the wagons together again 
and reloading them, this time much better than at 
first. The Musick family are all self-opinionated and 
obstinate, and none more so than the old man, who fs 
as stubborn as the burro we are taking along. Last 
night he contended against all the camp about the 
identity of the North Star and was only satisfied when 
the compass itself went againsi him; he couldn't. argue . 
against the needle. 

Kansas is acknowledged on all hands, and by none 
more than those who have lived here the longest, to 
be a poor State. Wheat does not do well, it being sel- 
dom that a crop,of any consequence is raised. Barley 
and oats do somewhat better, but yet far from well, 
on account of the prevailing dryness. Corn is the 
only crop that can be relied on and is only a heavy crop 
when, as this year, there is a great amount of rain. 
Besides, timber is rather scarce, and although there is 
plenty of coal, the quality is not good. Fruit of most 
kifds is a failure. Apples and peaches dre frozen - 
down sometimes for half a dozen years in succession 
and | saw none anywhere thus far of bearing size. 
Then, again, the winters are so very long and severe 
that a farmer who has any reasonable amount of stock 
must feed it nearly all he can raise on his farm. 

Friday, July 7.—At last, after a weary stay in camp, 
we once more have got on the road. D. went to town 
to get the carriage, while I loaded the remaining wagon

Sunday, July 9.—Now that Franz, assistant wagon 
master, is here (he came last night, having just re- 

‘turned from St. Louis with mules), I hope things will 
g0 somewhat better. At all events we got a much 
earlier start than Musick ever gets, having rolled out 
at 6 in the morning, intending to drive for breakfast to 
- 110-Mile Creek, from which we were four miles off. 
_ . Having had no supper, and starting without breakfast 
this morning, gave me a ravenous’ appetite, which I 
could hardly find provender enough to appease when, 
after one and a half hours’ drive we reached 110-Mile 
' Creek, so named because it is just that distance from 
' Imdependence. Here we found several Mexican trains 
encamped, and from them I bought a nice piece of 
jerked buffalo meat, which tasted un ‘ommonly good, 
after all the horrid bacon we have had ever since wé 
have been on the road. 
About 2 o’clock we rolled out to make another dvive 
- before night and after encountering sonic very bad 
’ voads and doing some desperate pulling, we got into 
| amp about 7:30 in the evening, ahead of the wagons, 
- which were some distance behind, doubling teams over 
_ abad arroyo. We had plenty of wood, water and grass, 
| and the night was beautiful beside, so we sat around 
the campfire until late. Our camp is on Soldier Creek. 
a Monday, July 10.—The mules were brought in a little 
) before 6 this morning and about an hour afterwards 
_ we were rolling on. 1 walked ahead some distance 
' until I came to Dragoon Creek, which, being a con- 
_ Siderable stream, I waited for the train on which to 
ross. We are constantly overtaking and passing 
= trains. Among the rest we overtook and passed the 
ewan which broke my ambulance. It was stuck fast in 
_ the mud. A terrible storm of rain and hail swept over 
- this section on Saturday last, which has destroyed all 
_ the corn we saw this morning. Some wild plum trees 
which I found in a bottom were denuded of fruit, 
» which was lying under them. About 10 o'clock we 
‘Yéached Log-Chain Creek and camped on the opposite 
_ Bide, with good wood, water and grass. The roads 
f have been bad in a few places this morning, but noth- 
yery serious. While lying in camp here about 12 
, oclock the Santa Fe mail coach came by on its way 
> to Kansas City, The weather has been very cool all

day; it is cloudy and sitting quietly in the carriage 
makes a coat feel. comfortable. 

We left camp about 3:30 and kept traveling steadily 
until 7. Towards night it began to threaten rain and 
a while before we got to camp it began to come down. 
We had rather a wet time of it, and I particularly, in 
attending to our horses. We built a big fire, and about 
10 o'clock it cleared off and got very cold. I slept 
sitting in the carriage, and was by no means com- 
fortable. .The country during the past few days has 
been very rolling, as all Kansas is. Every now and 
then there is a narrow belt of timber, bordering some 
little stream, that adds a very pleasing variety to the 
landscape, rendering the universal covering of green 
still more pleasing. To look at, it is a most glorious 
country, but to live in always it has no attraction 
whatever. 

Tuesday, July 11.—We left camp this morning a lit- 
tle after 56 and traveled steadily over a good road, 
until about 10 o'clock, when we made camp on the 
further side of Rock Creek. We likewise passed during 
the morning’s drive a very handsome running stream. 
Yesterday and today we succeeded in buying some ex- 
cellent milk, which was a great treat. While in camp 
yesterday one of our teamsters lariated a cow, while I, 
with basin in hand, tried to milk her, as well as some 
others that were tame, but they were all dry, to our 
great disappointment. We are now—our noon camping 
place—about eight miles from Council Grove. 

This afternoon, as soon as we had eaten,

—Council Grove—deserves that name. We stopped at 
the postoffice and got a letter from El] Paso.

They are all going on 
and have no idea of turning back. 

Another son of Mrs. Whaley, by a former husband, 
with his wife and children, is along, and also Mrs. 
Porter’s husband, making a good train themselves. 
Trains are leaving this place about every three days, 
some with an escort and some without. They nearly 


_ all go by the Raton Mountains, which doesn’t quite suit 


us, 80 we have concluded to wait until 150 or more 
wagons going our way come in, when we will go on. 
There are now quite a number of trains waiting, and 
with those coming in, it will not be long before we 
get started. 

_ Council Grove is a name famous in the annals of the 
Santa Fe trade. As Independence, Mo., was the former 


,oin ay ag 
Council Grove became the 
jumping-off place, as it 
were, as from this point un- 
til the settlements of New 
Mexico were reached there 
were no evidences of civili- 
zation. There is a tradition 
that long ago the Pawnees, 
at Arapahoes, Comanches and 
——_—~ other tribes met here once a 

' year to smoke the pipe of 
peace. It is no doubt a 
myth. 

In 1825 the Government 
commissioned Messrs. 

Reeves, Sibley and Mathews to mark out a road from 
the borders of Missouri to Santa Fe. They met the 
Osages at this point and concluded a treaty of peace 
with them, by which all Americans were allowed the 
freedom of the plains for the purpose of the Santa Fe 
trade, for which concession they received $5) worth 
of merchandise. The commissioners called the place 
Council Grove, a name it has borne ever since. 

Having now got fairly under way, and allusions hav- 
_ing been frequently made to camps, making drives and 
the other daily experiences that attend a trip across 
the plains, a supplemental] chapter giving an account 
of the composition of a “train” and its management 
seems to be in order, that the reader may obtain a 
better understanding of the daily itinerary set before 
Lim in these pages. 

In the first place, then, a “train” may consis! of any 
number of wagons, say from five up to 20—seldom as 
few as the former number, rarely as many as the lat- 
ter. The wagons are of every style, although there is 
a regulation style preferred’ by most freight men and 
train owners. The old-fashioned Conestoga wagon is 
not a bad example of it, although the front and tail 
ends are not so projecting, but almost or quite per- 
pendicular. road tread wheels are unknown, nar- 
row tread ones being exclusively used. The usual 
loading is from 4500 to 6000 pounds—a light one, it is 
true, but preferable for many reasons on the soft, un- 
certain roads over the prairies. 

These wagons are drawn by eight or 10 mules, when 
that class of animals is employed. The above seems 
a light load for so many animals, but when the length 
of the trip—say from 600 to 1000 miles—-is considered, 
and that no grain is fed, the animals being compelled 
to subsist throughout the entire journey upon the grass 
found along the route, the danger of overloading and 
breaking down the ‘animals becomes clearly apparent 
Horses would quickly break down under such a strain, 
but the tough litthe Mexican mules bear it well. In 
fact, 1 have seen our own train leave San Antonio frow 
Kk] Paso, 700 miles, rather thin in flesh, and return 
three or four months later in most excellent condition, 
having made the round trip of 1400 miles with the 
zreatest ease. 

This, however, was in exceptionally favorable sea- 
sons, When grass and water were abundant. When 
trips are made in a dry season, and grass is poor, the 
animals fare badly and come off the trip very tired and 
very thin. 

Every train is in charge of a: majordomo, or wagon 
master. Sometimes the owner acts in that capacity, 
but more generally some capable man is employed in- 
stead; and a capable man he needs should be, in many 
particulars. He shpuld be wel! acquainted with the 
route he travels over, with the watering places; where 
good grass can be obtained and 'where the best camps 
can be made. He must know all about mules; how 
the best service can be got out of them with the leagt 
harm to them; with their ailments and how w cure 
them. He must also be a mechanic; must be able, when 
a tire comes off—as in dry weather is very frequently 
the case—to put it on again; to make spokes and fel 
loes, sO that when a wheel breaks down he can build 
it up from the hub. To do all this a set of tools is car- 
ried with every train. 

Nails, iron, bolts, open links, 4pare chains, dry wood 
and a hundred other things that enter into the con- 
struction of a wagon are carried along. When the 
wagons have wooden axles, a spare axle in the rough 
is commonly swung under every second or third wagon 
for use in an emergency. I have known some of these 
to be carried over the plains twice without having been 
needed. When the roads are bad and doubling teams 
must frequently be resorted to, the tongues are often 
broken, and spare timber for. these must also be pro- 
vided. A young sapling, roughly dressed, is often 
made to do duty for a wagon tongue 

The wagon master sets the watches, orders the time 
ot leaving camp and of halting; in short, he is to the 
train what a captain is on board a vessel; his author- 
ity is absolute. He represents the owner, tries to make 
quick trips, and spares the animals as much as he 
can. As occasion of .great emergency often arises, the 
lives of all connected with the train, as well as larze 
amounts of property, are in his hands.

member of a circus. He died at Mount Vernon, O,, 
July 10. 1904, aged 80 years. When in a talkative mood, 
shortly before his death, he gave his version of the 
“Dixie” story. “It was in the fall of 1859,” said he. 
“I was with Bryant's Minstrels, playing in New York. 
I had been composing what we called ‘walk-arounds,’ 
negro songs with dance steps. Jerry Bryant as”ed me 
to write or get up something new for the following — 
week. It. was then Saturday afternoon. Next day, 
Sunday, was damp and dismal, and there was nothing 
to do but sit around the house. My wife suggested 
that I get up the new ‘walk-around,’ as Jerry has re- 
quested, and I sat down to do it. As I sat and watched 
the rain beating on the window, my mind reverted to 
the South—I was born in Virginia--and the thought ~ 


and adapted by the negroes of the Southern cotton 
fields that it may be fair to say that the air became 
‘naturalized”’ long ago. 

The controversy over who first set words to the 
song and gave it general circulation is now raised 
again by the nomination of Daniel Decatur Emmett 
for the American Hall of Fame, on the grounds that 
he was the author of “Dixie,” as he has generally 
been credited in the past. 

The late Will S. Hayes of Louisville always insisted 
that he first wrote words for the music, and it seems 
to me that the evidence is strongly in support of his 
claim. Emmett claimed that he wrote the song in 
New York in 1859, and it was not published until the 
following year. Hays declared that he, himself, wrote 
it in 1857 or 1858, and that it was 


New Orleans a pen-written sheet of music bearing a 
line over the top, “From Dixie.”” Faulds handed the 
sheet to Charles Ward, a clerk in his store, asking him 
to try it on the piano. 

Will S. Hays, also employed by Faulds, even at 
that time was earning a reputation as a writer of sen- 
timental ballads and negro songs. He leaned on the 
end of the piano to hear the music. The swing caught 
his ear, as it did Faulds’, and the latter suggested that 
Hays fit words to the note. Getting a piece of paper, 
Hays leaned over the end of the piano, and as Ward 
picked out the air slowly, he wrote the words. Unfor- 
tunately, no copy of these words as then written can be 
found. From memory Mr. Hays gave the first verse 
and the chorus:

Hays wrote many songs that be 
came popular, and some of them ure 
still alive. His ability was beyond 
question. Emmett never claimed to 
have written anything else. His 
fame rests solely upon his clainis 
of authorship of “Dixie.” There 
have been other claimants. The I[n- 
ternational Encyclopedia gives the 
names of T. M. Cooley and Albert 
Pike in addition. 

{ knew Will Hays long and inti- 
mately before his death, July 23, 
1907. For many vears our offices 
adjoined in the old Courier-Journal 
Building at Fourth and Liberty 
(Green) streets, Louisville. Many 
a talk we had about songs and 
music, 

According to Will Hays, credit for 
the music of “Dixie” belonged to 
neither Emmett or himself. As near 
as could be traced, the music was 
adapted from an old Scotch air, 
probably brought to the United 
States from England about the time 
of the War of 1812. The words of 
this Scotch song began: 


“If I was a soldier, wouldn't I go,” 
etc, 

Later these words were parodied, 
the words of the old doggerel -being 
fitted to the air: 

“If IT had a donkey that wouldn't

no, no!”’ etc.

Three verses of the song as thus 
written were published by Faulds, 
and it had quite a run for those 


days. Later along, as war clouds 
lowered, Mr. Hays rewrote the 
words into. a war song, and Mr. 


Faulds published the new song. It 

was dedicated to the Buckner 

Guards, a Confederate company or- 

ganized in Louisville, then prepar- 

ing to leave for the South and the 

war. This was early in 1861. Again 

drawing on memory, Hays gave the 

first verse of the new song:

incidental music, for many years. 

“Yes, I wrote ‘Dixie,’"" Mr. Emmett concluded, “and 
I made a lot of money out of it. I finally sold my 
rights to the song for $500.” 

Emmett’s song was published and copyrighted by 
Firth, Pond & €o., New York, about 1860. Meantime 
the song was being sung by Dan Emmett and the 
Bryant minstrels through the North, with some suc- 
cess. Col. William A. Pond of the publishing firm was 
in the Federal army, and it is hardly logical to think 
he would print and circulate a song that had as its 
motive the enthusing of the Southern soldier. 

When the furore created by the revised edition of 
the Hays song reached New York, some time late in 
1862, Col. Pond wrote to D. P. Faulds, the Louisville 
publisher, claiming an infringement of copyright on 
the song. Faulds explained the matter to Col, Pond, 
proving absolutely that the first “Dixie” song com- 
posed by Will S. Hays was published in 1857 or early 
1858, two years before Emmett claimed to have writ- 
ten his song, and two years before Pond had the words 
and music copyrighted. 

To avoid controversy. however, Faulds agreed to 
print no more copies, and Col, Pond agreed to buy from 


him at the martet price all the coptes he had on hand, ~~ 


Will S. Hays asserts that ne wrote his “Dixie” in 
1857 or early in L858. Dan Emmet’ claims he wrote his 
song in 1859, but it was not publisbed until 1860. Both 
are dead, as is Mr. Faulds, Col. Pond, in fact, all whe 
may have known of the circumstances. Circumstan- 
tial evidence points the stronger to Will S. Hays. He 
wrote hundreds of songs and music. many of them 


negro ballads, especially popular in the South. Dan 


Emmett’s claim rests entirely on the one song. 
Will Hays was about 70 years old when he died, 
For many years he was connected wiih the Courier- 
Journal, as river editor.
